Court To-day. 


ALJ.,KGEI> REPEATERS AT THE 


LiAST ELECTION ON TRIAL.. 


Daniel Shea and Thomas F. Burns, 


tbe Defendants. 


There was a largo gathering of politician* 


of both parties in court this morning, foi 
the cases which interests all voters were 
culled. 


Daniel Shea was charged with attempt 


to vote Illegally, and Thomas F. Burns, for 
illegally voting. 


At the outset, Lawyer Donahue, said, 
"Your Honor, I would like to know who 
or what Mr. Lavvton represents." 
"I represent the government," replied 
Lawton. 


"Well., the chief is ready to go on with 
this trial," said Mr. Donahue. 
"But I liavt- a right as a citizen to prose- 
cute the ease,"continued Mr. Lawton. 
The court here came to the rescue, and 


aald, *'VVe will have no more discussion, 
gentlemen. Mr. Lawton has the right to 
prosecute," and the case went on. 


City Cterk Dowd was the first witness. 
He testified to the legality of the election, 
and was asked by Mr. Lawton to produce 
and open the Mat of votes cast in piccinct 
three of Ward Six. 


"No Sir! I will not open the list until so 
ordered by the court, for I am not allowed 
to do so." 
A lengthy argument then ensued be- 


tween Judge Harllcy and Lawyer Donahue, 
the latter contending that the list could 
not be opened unleas by vote of the alder- 
men. 
Judge Fladloy ordered Clerk Dowd to 
open the list, as it would be under the eye 
of the court. 
Mr. Dowd then opened the list. 
"This is the checkers' list" said Mr. 


Dowd. 
Mr. Lawton: "See if the name of 
Mathow Mulvaney, 37 Concord street, is 
on the list." 
Mr. Dowd: "Yes sir, it is on the list." 
Mr. Lawton: "Was that name voted 


on?"Mr. Donahue: "I object." 
The court—"Mr. Clerk state if there is a 


mark against that name." 
Mr. Dowd—"It looks as Jf there might 
have been a mark there which was erased. 
There is no mark against the name,"and 
that concluded Mr. Dowd'st testimony. 


Offifor Hugh Downey testified that he 
flaw Daniel Shea attempt to vote on the 
name of Mathew Mutvaney. lie knew 
both men. 
While Lawyer Donahue was cross-ex- 
amining Officer Downing, the case was 
stopped to ailow the reading of the civil 
list.At 11.85 the case was resumed. 


Lawyer Donahue asked the witness if 


be had any objection to stating how he 
voted that day. 


Mr. Lawton objected. 
The court said, "Wo do not want poli- 


tics, In any w<ty, shape or manner, intro- 
duced here." 


Officer Downing did not care to say 


which way he voted. 
He saw She* in a booth, in the act of 


marking a ballot. 
Louis II. Klleski, a lawyer in the office 


of Fred. T. Urcenhalge, testified that he 
saw Shea attempt to vote on the name of 
Mathew Mnlvaney. 


Lawyer Donahue then asked tbe witness 


If 
Shea 
voted,' and lie answered "I 
do not know. There waa considerable ex- 
citement." 


Witness was also exited. 
Mr. Klleski said he was there in the in- 
terest of the party, as a member of the 
republican city committee. 


"Did you get paid for it" said Mr. Dona- 


hue. 


"No. sir!" 
Witness did not know whether tbe name 
was checked off or not. 


Officer Kiley testified that he saw the 
man who was ordered arrested. 


Officer Bllcy said he bad known Mul- 


Tftney for 20 years. 


'•Did you see the dead body of Matthew 
Mulvaney that morning," questioned Mr. 
Lawton. 
"I object,"' said Mr. Donahue. 
"You may ask him if he knowa Mul- 


Vaney," said tbe court. 
"I did know him," said Officer RHey, "I 
don't now, because he's dead."

TYPHOID 
FEVER 


Prof. Sedevvick Tells About 


the Epidemic of it, 


DKNOUNCKS THE USB OF MER- 


RIMACK RIVER WATER. 


Extract from the State Board of 


Health Beport. 


In the report of the state board of health, 


just given to the public, William T. Sedg- 
wick, the biologist of the board, makes 
known the result on his inv«stigation on 
the recent epidemics of typhoid fever in 
the cities ot Lowell and Lawrence due to 
infected water supply. 


He also gives observations of typhoid 


fever in other cities and town of the Mer- 
rimack valley, especially Newburyport. 
In the opening of his report he says: 
"Typhoid fever had already been exces- 
sive in Lowell aud Lawrence, as compared 
with other cities and towns of the state for 
many years, but it had not risen to such 
proportions as to alarm the citizens until 
the autumn of 1800, when the attention of 
i he board was drawn to an unusual preva- 
lence of the disease in Lowell and after- 
wards in Lawrence. - 
"It was easy to find that an epidemic 


really existed in Lowell. Popular opinion 
attributed the trouble to the drinking wa- 
ter supplied by the city; but against this 
theory it was urged that if this were the 
case, Lawrence, on the river below, should 
also be suffering, since, like Lowell, it de- 
rived its public water supply from the Mer- 
rimack river; and at the start Lawrence 
was comparatively exempt from typhoid 
fever. It waa also alleged with boldness 
that "many" of the victims of the disease 
had drunk no city water, but either no wa- 
ter at all, or well or spring water. 
"I immediately began a house-to-house 


1 visitation of the reported oases, in order to 
) ascertain personally and positively the real 
' atate of affairs. 
"The investigation had hardly begun be- 


fore I discovered that the problem was un- 
expectedly complicated by the existence in 
Lowell of five distinct systems of water 
supply.of which two are obviously polluted 
by sewerage within the city Itself." 
In speaking about the mills in Lowell he 
says: "It appears that with a few excep- 
tions the mills were not piped for city 
water. 
•'There ia, nevertheless, in most of the 


mills in Lowell a complete system of water 
supply, although it is not intended for 
drinking purposes. This is tbe canal water 
which is drawn by nearly every mill situat- 
ed upon a canal directly from the wheel 
pit, and pumped to a tank at the top of 
the mil). 
•'From this it flows by gravity lo all 
parts of the mill, supplying the mill with 
water for washing purposes. 
1>I have abundant evidence that it was 


often used for drinking and was sometimes 
preferred to the pail water supply. 
"In the investigation of the cases of 


typhoid fever a few were found in which 
well waters had been used, besides those 
among the attaches of the mills, who, as 
we have seen in the previous section, drink 
much well water. At the same time it 
was tully proved and will be shown beyond 
that, even if polluted canal water had been 
inoperative and all mill cases had been due 
to polluted well water, which we can by no 
means suppose to be true, there yet re- 
mained iu the city a notable epid^iuic 
among those who had not drank ektoer 
canal or well water, but only the city 
water. 
"The Merrimac river is polluted above 
Lowell, not only by Stony brook but very 
extensively by the large cities of Nashua, 
Manchester, Concord and Fitchburg, the 
sewers of all of which pour their raw con- 
tents directly into the Merrimac river or 
the Nashua. This they had been doing 
for months and years, and to the fact that 
Lowell has been willing to drink this regu- 
larly polluted water, tolally unpurih'ed by 
filtration, is chargeable the 
fact that 


typhoid fever has annually been excessive 
in that city^

STEVENS 


Has His Say About the 


Democratic Policy. 


REVIEW OP PAST NEGOTIATIONS 


WITH HAWAII. 


The IT S. Marines Demanded Posses- 


sion of the Islands. 


BOSTON, Nov. 22.—John L. Stevens ar- 


rived in the city yesterday afternoon from 
Augusta, Me., and at once took a carriage 
for the home 
of his 
nephew, Elmer 


Stevens, at West Somerville. The travel- 
ler partook of a light supper, and almost 
immediately retired. 


On the train yesterday Mr. Stevens 


entered Into ''conversation with an ac- 
quaintance and calked some regarding 
Hawnii. In the course of the conversation 
he alluded to the shadow which bad fallen 
upon bis home circle in tbe death of bis 
daughter, saying that her sudden'demise 
had left him with much less interest in 
tbe affairs of the world. Continuing, be 
said: 
"My desire from the start has been, and 


is now, to do all I could for the Hawaiian 
people, who are now passing through a 
state of excitement to be compared to 
nothing except the state of the people of 
the uorbh during the first two years of the 
civil war. There is the same interest and 
the same state of public feeling. 


"The treaty of annexation was in line 


with the Democratic policy for 50 years. 
This is something that seems to have been 
overlooked, but is fully brought out in 
documents ordered printed last winter. 


"When tho late William L. Marcy was 


secretary of state there was an attempt 
ruude to bring about the annexation of the 
islands, the effort being In line with Dem- 
ocratic policy. A commissioner was ap- 
pointed and sent to open negotiations with 
the kinsr and the chiefs. 
"There were then a great many chiefs. 


They are mostly dead now and the com- 
missioner was instructed to extinguish 
their title to the country and was author- 
ized to offer them, together with the king, 
$100,000 for a full and complete relinquish- 
meut of their rights. He was further in- 
structed to provide for the admission of 
the islands iuto the Union as a territory. 
"From tbe first obstacles were thrown 


in his way. How or why was not then 
underst >od, but after 
the fall of the 


government of tho queen, papers were 
placer! in iny hands explaining tbe whole 
matter. 
"The then Icing bad for a minister of 


foreign affairs an old Scotchman named 
Will'e. He has bwn dead for very many 
years, but in his time must have been a 
very able and adroit man. He had great 
influence with the king, and through him 
with tbe chiefs. 


Stavod Off l>r Politic*. 


"The 
internal politics of the United 


States raised tb" first harrier against the 
commissioner. The slavery quest! >u was 
then nil iniportant and with It the ques- 
tion of the admission of territories as 
state* With or without slavery. 


"The Hawaiian people were strongly op- 


posed to slavery, and the missionaries ind 
religious people agreed with Willie that, 
if annexed at all, they must come into the 
Union as a state 
That point, although in 


doing so he exceeded his instructions, the 
commissio >er was obliged to agree to. 


"The next step taken by Willie was to 


induce tbe kitist anil the chiefs to increasn 
their demands for money. Step by step 
this was done, until tbe treaty submitted 
to Secretary Marcy provided for the 
pay- 


ment of $300,000, and the udmi«sion of the 
i-lHiulasH state. The state department, 
lield the commissioner TO the letter of his 
Instrtic ions, and the treaty was rejected." 


Stevens Kxplalnn Hi» Action. 


Mr. Stevens then touched on the present 


st it* of things in the islands and on his 
famous act of ordering tho landing of the 
United States marines 
He snid that oven 


had no request been made to him by the 
he«d of the provisional government, the 
marines would have been landed to save 
the city from the danger of fire and 
plunder. 


He acted under the lost instructions 


touching on that subject issued by the 
State department, the letter of Secretary 
Bayard to tbe then minister, holding the 
minister and the commodore of the United 
States fleet there "responsible not only 
for the preservation of American property 
and the safety of American citizens, but 
for the good order of the city." 


"Have you seen any occasion to change 


your opinion as to the course you took?" 


"I have not," said Mr. Stevens. He said 


he should stand by what he said in his ad* 
dress before the San Francisco Chamber of 
Commerce, bis address to his fellow- 
citizens after Ms n turn to Augusta and 
his recent short note to tha secretary of 
state. 


In a chatty and quite informal way he 


raised the point that the government of 
the United States had ail along been keep- 
ing tbe lute Hawaiian government in 
power, and that, while in 1874 the United 
States minister did not pronounce for the 
elected king, the moral effect of the land- 
ing of the United States mariues was to 
enable him to take his place in peace. 


Hi* Policy Indonad. 


Mr. Stevens beld that the great meeting 


of tbe San Francisco Chamber of Com- 
merce, made up of meu fully acquainted 
with the Hawaiian situation, was the best 
Indorsement of Lis policy. 
"The people of 


the ialtinds go ae naturally to San Fran- 
cisco," ha Bald, "a» tbe people of Augusta 
go to Boston."

Discussed by Secretary of 


Treasury Carlisle* 


GOLD IS THE ONLY BASIS OF 


CURRENCY 


Upon Which All Other Forms Can be 


Adjusted* 


NEW YORK, Nov. S3.—The 125th annual 


banquet of tbe Chamber of Commerce 
took place at Belmonico's last 
niflht. 


Three hundred prominent business men 
were present. Charles Smith, president 
of tbe chamber, presided, and at his table 
Hon. John G. Carlisle, secretary of tbe 
treasury, occupied *he post of honor. In 
opeuinx tbe speechmakino; President 
Smith took especial pains to commend the 
character of New York banks and their 
attitude toward tbe country during the 
recent financial crisis. 


Secretary Carlisle said la part: 
"As sold is the only international 
money, and all international balances are 
settled iu gold, or, what is the same thing, 
on a Rold btius, all other forms of currency 
are adjusted to that standard. The gold 
eagle and double eagle are not accepted at 
any particular value in these settlements, 
simply because the United States of Am- 
erica has declared by law that they shall be 
legal tender at their nominal value, 
but not because tbe bullion contained in 
them, if uueolned, would be worth every- 
where the same amount. This is a great 
and powerful government, but there is one 
thing it cannot do—it cannot create money. 


"There are some things, however, which 


the government can do for the establish- 
ment and preservation of a souud aud 
stable currency. 
In the exercise of its 
•authority to coin money and regulate tho 
value thereof it can suspend or limit the 
coinage of either metal whenever it i» 
ascertained that tbe coins of tbe two 
metals of tbe same denomination are of 
unequal value; or it can change their legal 
ratio so as to make them as nearly equal 
in value-an possible; or it can maintain the 
parity of its coins by receiving them aud 
their paper representatives in payment of 
all public dues and discharge all its own 
obligations in whatever kind of money its 
creditors mny demand. 


"Double Standard." 


"The country has recently heard a good 


deal about bi-metdlism and a double 
standard, and it is possible that these 
subjects will continue to be discussed to 
some extent in the future. 
For my part, 


I have never been able to understand what 
is meant by a double standard or double 
measure of value, and I have never found 
any one who could tell me. 


"To rny raind it seems aa absurd to con- 


tend that there fchou d be two different 
stimdimls or measures of value, as it would 
be to insist upon having two yardsticks of 
different L-ngths or two gallons of different 
dimensions. 


"If there were two standards, or meas- 


ures, not equal in value, it is evident that 
ontTSf them must be it false measure; and 
if they were of equal value it is evident 
tlmt, no matter what the Utw might de- 
duce, there would be in fact one measure, 
although composvd of two different kinds 
of niiiu-riul. 


"If, for instance, the silver dollar and 


the Kold dollar \\ere of precisely the same 
value, nnsl could be so kept at «11 times, 
theie would be in fact but one atandard, i 
orin unit for the measurement of values. 
Whatever that actual stand ml mny b« us i 
citabn-hcd by the 
law*, 
of trade and 
I 


liii.into, \shctb«r it be s>o many grains of ! 
fine gi.ld or so many grains ot flno silver, j 
itisthenuty of the government to con- 
form to it in the payment of its obliga- 
tions ;ind in all its dealings with tbe peo- 
ple. 


"It does riot follow from anything I have 


said thai nothing shall circulate or be 
recognized »s money or currency except 
gold or pnper issued azalnat, gold, nor 
that the prices of c -nirnodities ought to be 
or will be fixed upon the hypothesis that 
gol'J is the only money in the world; but 
it does follow that no part of our currency, 
whether it be silver or paper, should be 
permitted to depreciate b-low the estab- 
lished and recognized standard. 
Any 


financial policy which would encourage or 
permit such depreciation, or create a rea- 
sonable pprehension of such depreciation, 
would unsettle values, paralyze business, 
arrest tbe growth and expansion of our in- 
dustries, and • ultimately 
bring almost 


universal bankruptcy aud ruiu upon the 
country.

FEVER 


Prof. Sedgwick Tells About 


the Epidemic of itj 


DKNOUNCES THE USB OF MEU- 


RIMACK RIVER WATER. 


Extract from the State Board of 


Health Report. 


In the report of the state board of health, 


just given to the public, William T. Seclg- 
wick, the biologist of the boiivd, makes 
knoivD the result on his investigation on 
tho recent epidemics of typhoid fever in 
the cities ot Lowell p.nd Lawrence due to 
infected water supply. 


He also gives observations of typhoid 


fever in other cities and town of the Mer- 
rimack valley, especially Ncivburyport. 


In the opening of bis report he says: 


"Typhoid fever bad already been exces- 
sive in .Lowell aud Lawrence, as compared 
with other cities and towns of the state for 
many years, but it had not risen to such 
proportious as to alarm the citizens until 
the autumn of 1800,, wben the attention of 
the board was drawn to an unusual preva- 
lence of the disease in Lowell and after- 
wards in Lawrence. - 
"It was easy to find that an epidemic 


really existed in Lowell. Popular opinion 
attributed the trouble to the drinking wa- 
ter supplied by the city; but against this 
theory it was urged that if this were Ihe 
case, Lawrence, on the river below, should 
also be suffering, since, like Lowell, it de- 
rived its public water supply from thelUer- 
riuiack river; and a.t the start Lawrence 
was comparatively exempt from typhoid 
fever. It was also alleged with boldness 
that "many" of the victims of the disease 
had drunk no city water, but either no wa- 
ter at all, or well or spring water. 


"1 immediately bp.gan a house-to-house 


visitation of the reported cases, in order to 
ascertain personally and positively the real 
state of affairs. 


•'The investigation had hardly begun he- 


fore I discovered (.hat the problem was un- 
expectedly complicated by the existence In 
Lowell of five distinct systems of water 
supply,of which two are obviously polluted 
by sewerage within the city itself.11 


In speaking about the mills in Lowell ho 


says: "It appears tha', witli a few excep- 
tions the mills were not piped for city 
water. 
"There is, nevertheless, in most of the 


mills in Lowell a complete system of water 
supply, although, it is not intended foi1 
drinking purposes. This is the canal water 
•which is drawn by nearly every mill situat- 
ed upon a canal directly from the wheel 
pit, and pumped to a tank at the trip of 
the mill. 
l;From this it flows by gravity to all 


parts of the mill, supplying the mill with 
water for washing purposes. 
"I have abundant evidence that it was 


often used for drinking and was sometimes 
preferred to the nail water supply. 
"In the investigation of the cases of 


typhoid fever a few were found in which 
well waters had been used, besides those 
among the attaches of the mills, who, as 
we have seen in the previous section, drink 
much well water. 
At the" same time it 


was lully proved and will bcshown beyond 
that, even if polluted canal water had been 
inoperative and all mill cases had been due 
to polluted well water, which we can by no 
means suppose to be true, there y-et re- 
mained in the city a notable epidemic 
among those who bad not drank either 
canal or well water, but only the city 
water. 


"The Merrimac river is polluted above 


Lowell, not only by Stony brook but very 
extensively by the large cities of Nashua, 
Manchester, Concord and Fitchburg, the 
sewera of all of wliich pour tbtir rasv con- 
tents directly into the ilerrimnc river or 
the Nashua. This they had been doing 
for months and years, and to the fact tint 
Lowell has been willing to drink this regu- 
larly polluted water, totally unpnrified by 
filtration, is chargeable the 
fact that 


typhoid fever has annually been excessive 
in that city.

STEVENS 


Has 
His Say About the 


Democratic Policy. 


REVIEW OF PAST NEGOTIATIONS 


WITH HAWAII. 


Tie 17 S. Marines Demanded Posses- 


sion of the Islands. 


BOSTON, Nov. 22.—John L. Stevens ar- 


rived iu the city yesterday afternoon from 
Augusta, Me., and at once took a carriage 
for the homo 
of his 
nephew, Elmer 


Stevens, at West Somerville. The travel- 
ler partook of a, light supper, and almost 
immediately retired. 


On the train yesterday Mr. Stevens 


entered into ' conversation with an ac- 
quaintance and calked 9ome regarding 
Hawnii. In the course of the conversation 
he alluded to the shadow which had fallen 
upon his home circle in the death of. his 
daughter, saying that her sudden'demise 
had left him with, much less interest in 
the affairs of the world. Continuing, lie 
said: 


"My desire from the start has been, and 


is now, to do all I could for the Hawaiian 
people, who are now passing through a 
state of excitement to be compared to 
nothing except the state'of the people of 
the north during the first ttvo years of the 
civil war. There is the same interest aud 
the same state of public fueling. 


"The treaty of annexation was in line 


with the Democratic policy for 50 years. 
This is something that seems to have been 
overlooked, but Is fully brought out in 
documents ordered printed last winter. 


"When thn lata William L. Marcy was 


secretary of state there WAS an attempt 
mude to bring about the annexation of the 
islands, the effort being in line with Dem- 
ocratic policy. A commissioner 
WHS ap- 


pointed and sent to opennegotiations with 
the kinc and the chiefs. 


"There were then a great many chiefs. 


They are mostly dead now and the com- 
missioner was instructed to extinguish 
their title to the country and was author- 
ised to offer them, together with the king, 
$100,000 for a full and complete reliuquish- 
ment of their rights, He was further in- 
structed to provide for tba admission of 
the islands into the Union as B territory. 


"From the first obstacles were thrown 


in his way. 
How or why was nnt then 


understood, but after 
the fall of 
the 


government of the queen, papers were 
placed in my hands explaining the whole 
mutter. 


"The then kine had for ,1 minister of 


foreign affairs an old Scotchman unmetl 
Willie. He has been dead for very many 
years, but iu his time must have been a 
very able and adroit man. He hnd great 
influence with the king, and through him 
with the chiefs. 


Stayed Off by Politics. 


"The internul politics of the United 


States raised th" first barrier aorainst the 
cnmmissioner. The slavery question was 
then all important and with it -the ques- 
tion of the admission nf - territories as 
states vith or without shivery, 


"The Hawaiian people were strongly op- 


posed tn slavery, and the Tnipsionari°s nnd 
reUnions people agreed with Willie that, 
if annexed at all, they must come imo the 
Union as a state. That point, although in 
doing so he exceeded his instructions, the 
commissioner was obliged to agree to. 


"The next ptep ta'<en by Willie was to 


induce the king: anil the chiefs to increass 
their demands for money. Step by step 
this was dine, until the treaty submitted 
ro Secretary Marcy provided fcir the pay- 
ment oC £300,000, and t.he iidmi«sion of the 
i-land as H state. The state department, 
held the commissinner to the letter of his 
iaatruc'ions, and the treaty was rejected." 


Stevens Kxplnin* His Action. 


Mr. Stevens then touched on the present 


.yt".te of things in the islands nnd on his 
famons act of ordering tho landing of the 
United States marines. He auirt that even 
had no request been made to him by the 
bend of ihe provisional government, the 
marines would have been iauded to save 
the city from the danger of fire and 
plunder. 


He acted under the Inst instructions 


touching on that subject issued by the 
state department, the letter of Secretary 
Bnyard to the then minister, holding tho 
minister and the commodore of the United 
States fleet there "responsible not only 
for the preservation of American property 
and the safety of American citizens, bnt 
for the good order of the city." 


"Have you seen any occasion tj change 


your opinion as to the course you. took?" 


"I have not," said Mr. Stevens. He said 


he should stand by what he said in his ad- 
dress before Lhe San Francisco Chamber of 
Commerce, his address to his fellow- 
citizens after his n-turn to Augusta aud 
his recent short note to the secretary of 
state. 


In ft chatty and qnite informal way he 


raised the point that the government of 
the United States had all along heen keep- 
ing the late Hawaiian 
government in 


power, and tbat, while in 1374 the United 
States minister did not pronounce for the 
elected king, the moral effect of the land- 
ing of the United States marines was to 
enable him to take his place in peace. 


His Policy Indorsed. 


Mr. Stevens held that the great meetiu 


of the Sun Francisco Chamber of Com- 
merce, made up of men fully acquainted 
with the Hawaiian situation, was the best 
indorsement of his policy. "The people of 
the islnnds go as naturally to San Fran- 
cisco," he said, "as the people of Augusta 
go to Boston.11 


In conclusion Mr. Stevens said he did 


not regard the position taken by the ad- 
ministration as the policy ot the Demo- 
.cratic parry, holding that the Democratic 
parly will be true to its historic policy 
which is to be summed up in these words: 
"We must have, the Hawaiian Islands," 


He said he was firmly determined, no 


matter what otners might do, not to treal 
the subject from a political, much legs o 
party standpoint. 


BeU«f That the Queen IB Restored* 


' WASHIS'CSTOIC, Nov. 22.—At tha state de 
partmentit was said that the newspapers 
had been given everything in. the Hawaiian 
matter except the instructions to Minis- 
ter Willis. It -was stated that there wonld 
be information on this given out 'and that 
the instructions would be mn.de public in 
Honolulu and come to this country from 
over the sea. The real important part of 
'fce instruction sis regarding the question 
Jf force and whether or not the minister is 
authorized to use the naval force of tha 
United States to restore the queen.

be said with much deflnlteness. It is as- 
serted, however, that "the administration 
has not the least doubt but what Queen 
Liliuokalani has been peacesblyrestored to 
the throne.

Discussed by Secretary of 


Treasury Carlisle. 


GOLD IS THE ONLY BASIS OP 


CURRENCY 


Upon Which All Other Forms Can- lie 


Adjusted. 


NEW YORK. Nov. 23.— The 125th annual 


banquet of the Chamber of Commerce 
took place at Belruonico's Inst night. 
Three hundred prominent business mou 
wave present. Charles Smith, president 
of the chamber, presided, and at his table 
Hon. John G. Carlisle, secretary o£ the 
treasury , occupied *lie post oE honor. In 
opening 
the speechimikimj 
President 


Smith took especial pains to commend tlie 
chnracter ol New York banks and their 
attitude toward the country during the 
recent linnncinl crisis. 


Secretary Carlisle said In part: 
"As gold is the only 
international 


money, aud .all international balances are 
settled in gold, or, what is tho same' thiuff, 
on a Enid basis, all other forms of currency 
are adjusted to that standard. The gold 
cnglo and double eagle are not accepted tit 
nny particular value in these settlements, 
simply because the United States of Am- 
erica hjs declared by law that they shall be 
legal tender at 
their 
nominal value, 


but not because tile bullion contained in 
them, if uncoined, would be worth every- 
where the same amount. This is a Rreat 
nnd powerful government, but there is one 
thing ib cannot do— it cannot create money. 


"There are some things, however, which 


che government cull do for the establish- 
ment and preservation of a souud aud 
stable currency. 
In the exercise of its 


'authority Co coin money and regulate tha 
value thereof it can suspend or limit the 
coinage of either metal whenever it is 
ascertained tbat the coins of the two 
metnls of the sunie denomination are of 
unequal value; or it cun change their legal 
ratio so as to make them as nearly equal 
in value-as possible; or ic can mniutaui the 
parity of its coins by receiving them aud 
their paper representatives in payment of 
all public dues and discharge all its own 
obligations in whatever kind of money its 
creditors rany demand. 


"Double Standard." 


"Tha country has recently heard a good 


deal about bl-metdlism nnd a double 
standard, and it is possible thill; these 
subjects will continue to be discussed to 
some extent in tbe future. For. .my part, 
I have never been able to understand what 
is meant by a double smndiird or double 
measure of value, and I have ueveu found 
any one who could tell me, 


"To my raind it seems as absurd to con- 


tend that there nhou^d be two different 
6tnnd;mls or measures of value, asit wonld 
be to insist upon Lmving two yardsticks of 
different lengths or two gallons of different 
dimensions. 


"If there were two standards, or meas-

Whatever t.hat actual standard may be aa 
eitahii.-hL'd by the laws of trade and 
finance, whether it be no many grains oC 
fine gold or so many grains of lino silver, 
it is the duty of the government, to con- 
form to it in tlie payment nf its obliga- 
tions und in all its dealings witli the peo- 
ple. 


"It does not follow from unythiugl have 


snid that, nothing shall circulate or he 
recognized us money or currency except 
gold or paper issued against sold, uor 
that the prices of c -niniodities onght to bo 
or will be fixed upon the hypothesis tbat 
gold is clie only mouey in the world; but 
it does follnw that no part of our currency, 
whether it be silver or paper, should be 
permittRd to depreciate bulo\v the estab- 
lished and recnguized standard. 
Any 


financial policy which would encourage or 
permit such depreciation, or create a rea- 
sonable ;:porehension of such depreciation, 
would unsettle values, paralyze business, 
arrest the growth and expansion oJ; our in- 
dustries, and - ultimately briug almost 
universal bankruptcy and rum upon tha 
country.

Dur- 
iriK his career In tho house ho was tho 
leader ot the Wisconsin delegation, ami ho 
was earnest in hia support of tho arrears 
of pension bi!5. 
in May, 1881, General Rusk was nomi- 


nated to bo charge d'affaires for Paraguay 
ami Uruguay, but ho declined tho appoint- 
ment, lie also declined to accept an ap- 
pointment na chief of the bureau of en- 
graving ami printing. In tho fall o£ 18SI 
he was the Republican candidate for gov- 
ernor of Wisconsin, and WHS elected by a 
plurality of 11,067. Ho WOB re-elected in 
J88-1 nnd 138(1, His terms of .service covered 
the period from January, 1883, to Jan- 
uary, 188V, and he Droved himself to be an 
able governor. 


DumiK the nuarchisb troubles in the 


•west in 1880, he distinguished himself by 
putting the movomeut down from the 
very start. 
He ordered the militia to fire 


on ths mob when they attempted to de- 
stroy life and property. His action was so 
prompt and vigorous that it put a stop to 
anarchism in Wisconsin, and brought him 
applause from all purts of the country.

Joe Flaherty "did up" Artie Allen and 


Loweli is on top even in New England 
pugilism. 


Some 250 sports gathered in the Mechan- 
ics hall of Manchester, on Monday evening 
to see the "go" between Joe Flaherty of 
this city and Artie Allen of Manchester for 
ten rounds. 


Of course there was the usual number of

middleweights, John ljuiiiu of Mancnester 
and Dick Sullivan of this city which was 
about even. 


Martin Flaherty and a pupil of his, Luke 


Welch, gave an 'interesting exhibition in 
•parring, which was well received 
There was a long wait for the big scnp- 
pers, who were getting realty to ciu each 
other. 
The spectators grew impatient, 


and howled for the hitters to come out, 
and at 10 o'clock the men came into the 
ring. 
Flaherty has grown considerable since 
he slacked up against Alien in the London- 
derry pasture several years ago, and lie 
•till had the same springy, easy style. Ills 
weight is about 127 pounds, and Allen is 
heavier by sixteen pounds. 


Hugh Burns and Timothy Lynch of 
Manchester acted as seconds for Allen, 
•while Birg Pattee and Martin Flaherty 
were in the Lowell man's corner. 


The referee stepped forward and an- 


nounced that the men were to have boxed 
ten rounds on a percentage of the gate re- 
ceipts, but as the house was light, they 
would do but four rounds. 
The spectators didn't like this. They 
had come to see blood and they wanted 
their money's worth, and they began to 
groan and hiss. 


Then Flaherty and Allen each stepped 


forward and said they didn't care about 
hammering each other for ten rounds 
when there was nothing to be gained but 
expenses. 


The referee called time and the boys 
shook hands. They both had an expres- 
sion on their faces which indicated they 
would do each other with great pleasure in 
as quick time as possible. Allen imme- 
diately started to circus by making a reach 
for his opponent's head, but Flaherty 
easily eluded the lunge, and then the two 
danced round each other looking for an 
opening. The round didn't amount to any- 
thing, but when they started the second 
It looked as though they meant it. The 
round was a bot one and closed in a clus- 
ter of punches, amid the shouts of the 
spectators to encourage their favorites to 
"bang'lot ID the neck," etc., etc., and in 
the general uproar, while the bottle hold 
era were endeavoring to sort out the scrap- 
pers from a close embrace, Marshal Healy 
of the Manchester police jumped on the 
stage, and ordered milder punches and less 
vicious jabs, and at the same time caution- 
ed the spectators to keep quiet or there 
would be trouble in the parquet.

ELECTION GASES 


Big Crowd at the Police 


Court To-day. 


ALLKOED REPEATERS AT THE 


LAST ELECTION ON TKIAfc. 


Daniel Shea and Thomas F. Burns, 


the Defendants. 


There was a large gathering of politicians 


of both parties in court this morning, for 
the cases which interests all voters were 
called. 


Daniel Shea was charged with attempt 


to vote illegally, and Thomas F. Burns, for 
illegally voting. 


At tbe outset, Lawyer Donahue, said, 


"Your Honor, I would like to know who 
or what Mr. Lawton represents." 
'*! represent the government," replied 
Lawton. 
"Well,, the chief is ready to go on with 
this trial," said Mr. Donahue. 
"But I have a right as a citizen to prose 


cute the case,"continued Mr. Lawton. 
The court here came to the rescue, and 
said, "We will have no more discussion, 
gentlemen, Mr. Lawton bas the rignt to 
prosecute," and the case went on. 


City Clerk Dowd was the first witness. 


He testified to the legality of the election, 
aud was asked by Mr. Lawton to produce 
and open tbe list of votes cast in precinct 
thro* of Ward Six. 


"No Sir! I will not open tbe list until so 


ordered by tbe court, for I am not allowed 
to do so/' 
f. 


A lengthy argument then ensued be- 


tween Judge JIadley and Lawyer Donahue, 
the latter contending that the list could 
not be opened unless by vote of tbe alder- 
men. 


Judge Hartley ordered Clerk DowJ to 


open.the list, as it would be under tbe eye 
of the court. 


Mr. Dowd tlion opened the list. 
"This Is the checkers' list" said Mr. 


Dowd. 
Mr. Lawton: "See if the name of 


Mathew Mulvaney, 37 Concord street, is 
on the list." 
Mr. Dowd: "Yes sir, it is on the list." 
Mr. Lawton: 
"Was that name voted 


on?" 


Mr. Donahue: "I object." 
The court—"Mr. Clerk state if there is a 
mark against tbat name." 


Mr. Dowel—"It looks as if there might 


have been a mark there which was erased. 
There is no mark against the name,"and 
that concluded Mr. Dowd'tf testimony. 


Officer Hugh Downey testified that he 
saw Daniel Shea attempt to vote on the 
name of Mathew Mulvauey. 
He knew 


both men. 


White Lawyer Donahue was cross-ex- 
annaing Officer Downing, tbe case \tas 
stopped to allow the reaJing of the civil 
list.At 11.35 the case was resumed. 


Lawyer Donahue asked the witness if 


he bad any objection to atatiug how be 
voted that day. • 


Mr. Lawton objected. 
The court said, "Wo do not want poli- 
tics, in any way, shape or manner, intro- 
duced here." 


Officer Downing did not care to say 


Winch way lie voC«l. 
He saw'shca in a booth, in the act of 


marking a ballot, 


Louis II. Kileskl, a lawyer in the office 


of Frwl. T. Greenhalge, testified thai be 
aaw Shea attempt to vote on the name of 
Mathew Mulvaney. 


Lawyer Donahue then asked the witness 


if 
Slu-a 
voted, 
and he answered "I 
do not know. There was considerable ex- 
citement." 


Witness vras also exited. 
Mr. Kileski saiil he was there in the In- 
terest of the party, as a member of tbe 
republican city committee. 


"Did you gel paid for it" said Mr. Dona- 


hue."No, sir!" 
Witness did not know whether the name 


was checked off or not. 


Officer Biley testified that be saw the 
man who was oidered arrested. 


Officer Riley said he bad known Mul- 


vaney for 20 vears. 
"Did you see the dead body of Matthew 
Mulvaney tbat morning," questioned Mr. 
Lawton. 
"I object," said Mr. Donahue. 
"You may ask hint if be knows Mul- 


Taney," said thf court. 
"I did know him," said Officer RUey, "I 
don'l now, because he's dead." 
"Shea didn't vote as I know," conclud- 


ed Officer Riley. 


Alfred M. Chadwick, warden of the day 
In question, testified tbat he received the 
ballot which Shua, It is alleged, attempted 
to cast. Witness identified Shea. 
The 
ballot did not go through the ballot box, 
but was sent eventually to the city clerk. 
Witness was a little in doubt at tbe time 
where to deposit the ballot. He made a 
DiemnrRndum on tbe back and put it in a 
box In which cancelled ballots were placed. 


Tbe name under which the disputed ballot 
was being cast was Matbew Mulvaney. 


Witness said thej ballots were not re- 


turned as they should have been, owing to 
a mistake. 


Chief Howard testified tbat be knew tbe 


defendant and tbat bis name was Daniel 
Shea. 
Mr. Chadwick was recalled and he testi- 


fied that there were eight or more precinct 
officers there, 
'1 hat endt'd the government's case. 
Lawyer Donabue then arose and aeked 


tbat the case be dismissed on tbe grounds 
that firstly, tbat they hadn't proven that a 
legal election had been held; secondly, 
they hadn't proven that the check list was 
a proper one; and thirdly, they hadn't 
proven tbat Shea's name was on tbe 
list. 


Lawyer Lawton then spoke on the sta- 


tutu which appointed punishment for men 
who vote on tbe names of other people. 
"We bave abundantly shown," said Mr. 
Lawton, "that the defendant voted on the 
name of a man who at the time was lying 
c< Id in death," and some one snickered. 
Then Mr. Donahue began to guy Mr. 


Lawton and the latter was getting mad 
when the court shut both up. 


Judge Had ley in reviewing the case said 
that as it was a legal election and that it 
had been proven that Shea had voted on a 
name not bis own, that Shea was guilty. 


Thomas IT. Hums on Trial. 


The case of Thomas F. Burns, for il!e- 


jrally voting on the name of Bernard 
Bums was called. 
Col. Carmichact ap- 


peared for the defendant. 


City Clerk Dowd opened the check list 
at the order of the court and testified that 
tbe name of Bernard Burns was on tbe 
list. 


Officer Lennon testified that he saw 


Bums vote twice withiu twenty-five min- 
utes. Defendant gave his name as Burns 
each time. Witness told the warden that 
Burns had voted twice. Ho was apparent- 
ly sober at the time. 


Joseph Lebond or Labarsje, or some 


similar name, testified to seeing Burns in- 
side the rail. Witness distributed ballots, 
and gave one to the defendant who gave 
his name as Bernard Burns. 


William Thtssell was present, and saw 


the defendant give his name as Burns. 


Harry Bailey saw Burns voting under 


the name of Bernard Burns. 


Tbe next witness was Marcellus H. 


Fletcher. 
"Do you know that man in the dock," 


said Mr. Lawton to Marcellus. 
"I can't see half that far," responded 


Marcellus. 


The latter after going to the dock, re- 


turned and said, "I know him as 'Lottie' 
Burns, but I don't know what his Christian 
name is." Witness said that Burns was 
drunk when he saw bim. 


This ended the Burns case, and Lawyer 


Lawton started his argument for the gov- 
ernment. "This," said he, "is an auda- 
cious assault on the purity of the elec- 
tions." He concluded by asking that they 
be punished to the extent of the law. 


Col. Uarmichael, for Burns, said that tbe 
defendant had not 
full possession of 


his senses 
at 
the 
time, having been 


drunk for some time, and had no purpose 
in stuffing tbe ballot box. 


Lawyer Lawton said it was a matter of 


example. 


Lawyer Donahue then made an appeal- 


ing argument for mercy for Shea, whose 
physical condition is such that he is unable 
even to work for a living. Mr. Donahue 
admitted that U was an audacious affair, 
bat he said he did nut think it right to give 
a young and sick man tbe maximum law, 
but ratber tbe punishment meted out 
should be sucb as to deter others in the 
future.

STEVENS 


Has His Say About the 


Democratic Policy. 


REVIEW OP PAST NEGOTIATIONS 


•WITH HAWAII. 


The IT 8. Marines Demanded Posses- 


sion of the Islands* 


BOSTON, Nov. sit.—John !L. Stevens ar 


rived in the city yesterday afternoon from 
Augusta, Me., and at once took a carriage 
for the home of bis 
nephew, Elmer 


Stevens, at West Somerville. The travel- 
ler partook of a light supper, and almost 
immediately retired. 


On the train yesterday Mr. Stevens 


entered into conversation with an ac- 
quaintance and calked some regarding 
Hawaii. In the course of the conversation 
he alluded to the shadow which had fallen 
upon bin home circle la the death of his 
daughter, say In K that her sudden demise 
bad left him with much less interest in 
the affairs of the world. Continuing, he 
said: 
"My desire from the start has been, and 
is now, to do all I could for the Hawaiian 
people, who are now passing through a 
state of excltesneat to be compared to 
nothing except the state of the people of 
the north daring the first two years of the 
civil war. There is the seme interest and 
the same state of public feeling. 


"The treaty of annexation was in line 
with the Democratic policy for BO years. 
This is something that seems to have been 
overlooked, bat is fully brought oat in 
documents ordered printed last winter. 
"When the late William L,. Marcy was 


secretary of state there was an attempt 
made to bring about the annexation of the 
islands, tbe effort being m line with Dem- 
ocratic policy. A commissioner was ap- 
pointed and sent to open negotiations with 
the kiuac and the chiefs. 


"There were then a great many chiefs. 


They are mostly dead now and the com- 
missioner was Instructed, to extinguish 
their title to the country and was author- 
iznd to offer them, together with the king, 
$100,000 for a full and complete relinquish 
ment of their rights. He was further in- 
structed to pvovide for the admission oi 
the islands into the Union as a territory. 
"From the first obstacles were thrown 


in his way. How or why was not then 
understood, but after 
the fall of the 


government of the queen, papers were 
placed in my bands explaining the whole 
matter. 


"The then king had for a minister of 


foreign affairs an old Scotchman named 
Willie. He has been dead for very many 
years, but in his time must have been a 
very able and adroit man. He had great 
influence with the king, and through him 
with the chiefs. 


Stared Off by Famine. 


"The internal polities of the United 
States raised the first barrier against) the 
commissioner. The slavery question was 
then all important and with it the ques- 
tion of the admission of territories as 
states with or without slavery. 


"The Hawaiian people were strongly op- 


posed to slavery, and the missionaries and 
religious people agreed with Willie that, 
if annexed at all, they muat come into the 
Union as a state. That point, although In 
doing so he exceeded his instructions, the 
commissioner was obliged to agree to. 


"The next step taken by Willie was to 


induce the king and the chiefs to increase 
their demands for money. Step by step 
this was done, until the treaty submitted 
to Secretary Marcy provided for the pay- 
ment of $300,000, itnd the admission of the 
island as a state. The state department 
held the commissioner to the letter of his 
inatructlans, and the treaty was rejected." 


St«v«n* Explain* HI* Action. 


Mr. Stevens then touched on the present 
sttto of things in the islands and on his 
famous act of ordering the landing of the 
United States marines. He snid that even 
had no request been made to him by the 
bend of the provisional government, the 
marines would have been lauded to save 
the city from the danger of fire and 
plunder. 


He acted tinder the last instructions 
touching on that subject issued by the 
state department, the letter of Secretary 
Bayard to the then minister, holding the 
minister and the commodore of the United 
States fleet there "responsible not only 
for the preservation of American property 
and the safety of American citizens, but 
for the good order of the city." 


"Havfi yon seen, any occasion to change 


your opinion as to the course you took?" 


T have not," said Mr. Stevens. He said 


he should stand by what be said in his ad- 
dress before the San Francisco Chamber of 
Commerce, his address to his fellow- 


after his return to Augusta and 
his recent short not* to the secretary of 
state. 


In a chatty and quite informal way he 
raised the point that tbe government; of 
the United States bad all along been keep- 
ing the late Hawaiian government in 
power, and that, while in 1874 the United 
States minister did not pronounce for the 
elected king, Che moral effect of the land- 
ing of the United States marines was to 
enable him to tnke his place in peace. 


HI* Policy Indorsed. 


Mr. Stevens held tbat the great meeting 


of the Sun Francisco Chamber of Com- 
mero*, made up of men fully acquainted 
with th« Hawaiian situation, was the best 
indorsement of his policy. "The people of 
the islands go as naturally to San Fran- 
cisco," he said, "a* the people of Augusta 
goto Boston." 
In conclusion Mr. Steven* said he did 
not rsgard the position taken by the ad- 
ministration as the policy of tbe Demo- 
cratic party, holding that the Democratic 
party will be true to its historic policy 
which is to be summed up in these words: 


We must have the Hawaiian Inlands." 
He said he wa» firmly determined, oc 
matter what otben micht do, not to treat 
the subject from a political, much IBM a 
wrty standpoint. 


Belief That the Queen Is Restored. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—At the state de 
>artment it was said that the newspapers 
tad been given everything in the Hawaiian 
matter except the instructions to Minis* 
er Willis. It was stated tbat there would 
» information on this given out and tbat 
he instructions would be made public in 
Honolulu and come to this country from 
over the sea. The real important part of 
*fce instructions is regarding the \ question 
A force and whether or not tbe minister is 
authorized to use the naval force of the 
United States to restore the queen. ** 
At the department there is the '• greatest 


reticence on this point, and nothing can 
be said with much definitaness. It i* as- 
serted, however, that the administration 
las not the least doubt but what -J^Men 
Lilinokalani has been peaceably restored to 
the throne. Coupled with this statement to

Co Up In Smoke Today at 


Springfield. 


FEARFUL FIGHT OF FIREMEN 


AGAINST THE FLAMES. 


To Save the Entire City From De- 


struction. 


By Telegraph to Tais SON. 


SPRINGFIELD, Nov. 22. Broken walls 


smoking ruins and littered streets tell the 
story, this morning, of the most disastrous 
fire this city has known since 1S75, when 
the entire business portion of the city was 
swept away. 
i 


Eight blocks were destroyed totally. The 


estimated loss is placed by business men at 
from $1,250,000 to $1,500,000. 


Tbe fire which has resulted so disas 


trously broke out about midnicht in the 
block owned by J. K. Dexter & Co., the 
associated partner being Henry S. Dickin 
son,Tbe first discovery of tbe flames was 
made by the elevator boy employed in the 
Union newspaper office, who, leaving his 
work to get a lunch, saw the flames re 
fleeted on tho building opposite. 
He gave the alarm to Policeman Jen 
nings, who rang in an alarm from box 
41. 


When the department reached the scene 
it was evident that tbe fire had been in 
progress for some honra before it was dis 
covered. The entire interior of the build 
ing was In flames. 
There was some delay In getting tbe 
water properly applied to the flames, anc 
during tbat fatal delay tbe fire gained sucl 
headway that it became evident that more 
assistance would be needed, and a seconc 
alarm was rung in. 


A third alarm followed quickly and then 
tbe dreaded ten strokes announced that it 
would be a tough fight to the finish. 


The application of water seemed to have 
no effect upon the flames, which increases 
in fury, and, to add to the difficulty of the 
fight, a light wind sprang up that grew 
stronger as the flames increased. 


Directly adjoining the Dickinson block 


was a 5-story block, owned by W. W. 
Webber and occupied by him as a grocery 
store. The flames easily reached this, and 
from there spread to the adjoining blocks 
owned by J. K. Dexter & Co., another 
owned by John Doolan, and the last In the 
row, a block owned and occupied by A 
N. Mayo & Co., stock deaters. 


All of these buildings were built with 
only thin party walls separating them anc 
the flames ate through these without giv- 
ing the firemen any opportunity to stay 
them. 
It was evident from the first that none 


of these buildings could be saved and all 
the efforts of the firemen were directed 
toward tbe Hotel Glendower, which was 
separated from tbe Mayo building by a 
passageway about IB feet wide. 
Three streams of water were kept play- 


ing upon the end of the hotel exposed to 
the heat, and it was thought tbat with the 
fall of the walls of the burning buildings 
the fire was under control. 


The rear part of tbe Mayo block was, 


however, tbe most dangerous section of 
,he entire fire, since it was from tbis p'ace 
that the flames were conveyed to tbe Abbe 
block, which proved to be tbe key to the 
entire fire. 


V\ ater at this point seemed to be without 


avail, and the fire crepl in sprte of all eff- 
orts, towards the front of the building on 
Main street, until tbe entire structure had 
t>een'destroyed. 
From this building the hotel, which it 


was supposed was safe, caught with tbe 
most disastrous results. 


Standine alone on tbe corner, with no 
other building higher than itself to prevent 
.be spreading of fire, its ignition was 
dreaded most of all. 


The wind suddenly veered round so that 
tbe sparks wtre borne directly across tbe 
street, igniting the dwelling houses situated 
n tbe rear of some of the business blocks. 
The air was filled with sparks and a per- 
ect rain of firebrands fell upou the wooden 
roofs of tbe tenement houses. 
Two of 


.hem began to blaze fiercely, and it seemed 
'or a few moments as if that side of Main 
street was also doomed. 


Tbe narrowness of Worthington street 
prevented the firemen from working in the 
rea between the Hotel Glendower and tbe 
Union office, and when the Wight block 
was found to be on fire it seemed almost 
certain tbat the entire business portion of 
he city, from Bridge to Lyman street, 
must go. 
The flames crept along from tbe Wight 


block to the Union building, and the cor- 
nice of the latter was seen to flame with a 
errible certainty. 


Tbe force of the firemen was now placed 


upon the roof of tbe Union building, aud 
a perfect flood of water was poured from 
ibove upon thr flames. It was only by 
bis means that the progress of the fire was 
tayed. 
Assistance which had arrived from Hart- 


ord, Worcester, Holyoke, Cbicopee by 
pecial trains, aided in forcing water to tbe 
vantage ground gained, and by ilin; of the 
hardest work that Springfield's firemen 
ver did, the fire was at last gotten under 
control. 
The scenes about the flre were the most 
dcturesque imaginable. 


From the time that the flames first broke 
t until It was no longer safe to remain 
here, the fire escape landings of the Hotel 
Glendower were dotted with tbe guests, all 
n semi-dress, awaiting, tbe orders of the 
jroprletors to vacate the building. Several 
jf them, indeed, did not wait for these 
orders, but left the house as soon as it was 
ound that there was great danger of its 
•eing included in the conflagration. 
The falling of the walls of the first five 
luildings was greeted by a cheer from the 
rowd, which had gathered to tbe number 
if several thousand, and many, at this 
ime left for their homes with the antici- 
atlon that all was over. 


Wire,Under Control.

infected water supply. 


He also gives observations of typbok 


fever In other cities and town of the Mer- 
ritnack valley, especially Ncwburyport. 
In the opening of his report he says 


"Typhoid fever bad already been exces 
sive in Lowell and Lawrence, as comparer 
witb other cities and towns of tbe stale for 
many years, but it had not risen to sucl 
proportions as to alarm the citizens unti 
the autumn of 1800, when the attention of 
the board was drawn to an unusual preva- 
lence of the disease in Lowell and after 
wards in Lawrence. 
"It was easy to find that an epidemic 


really existed In Lowell. Popular opinion 
attributed the trouble to the drinking wa- 
ter supplied by tbe city; but against this 
theory it was urged that if this were (he 
case, Lawrence, on the river below, should 
also be suffering, since, like Lowell, It de- 
rived its public water supply from tbe Mer- 
ritnack river; and at the start Lawrence 
was comparatively exprapt from typhoid 
fever. It was also alleged with botdnets 
that "many" of the victims of the disease 
had drunk no city water, but either no wa- 
ter at all, or well or spring water. 
"I immediately bpgan a boute-to-bouse 


visitation of the reported cases, in order to 
ascertain personally and positively the real 
state of affairs. 
"The invest!;, a' ion bad hardly begun be 


fore I discovered tbat the problem was un- 
expectedly complicated by the existence in 
Lowell of five distinct systems of water 
supply,of which two are obviously polluted 
by sewerage within the city Itself.'1 


In speaking about tbe mills in Lowell he 


says: "It appears tha'/ witb a few excep- 
tions the mills were not piped for city 
water. 
"There is, nevertheless, in moat of the 


mills in Lowell a complete system of water 
supply, although it is not intended for 
drinking purj>oses. This Is the canal water 
which is drawn by nearly every mill situat- 
ed upon a catial directly from the wheel 
pit, and pumped to a tank at the top of 
the mill. 
"From this it flows by gravity to all 


parts of the mill, supplying the mill with 
water for washing purposes. 
"I have abundant evidence that it was 


often used for drinking and was sometimes 
preferred to the pail water supply. 


"In the investigation of the cases of 


typhoid fever a few were found in which 
well waters had been used, bosldea those 
among tbe attaches of the mills, who, as 
we have seen in the previous section, drink 
much well water. At tbe same* Iftue il 
was tully proved and will be shown beyond 
that, even if polluted canal water had been 
Inoperative and all mill cases bad been due 
to polluted well water, which we can by no 
means suppose to be trne, there yet re- 
mained in the city a notable epidemic 
among those wbo bad not drank either 
oan.il or well water, but only tbe city 
water. 
'The Merriinac river is polluted above 


Lowell, not only by Stony brook but very 
extensively by the large cities of Nasbua, 
Manchester, Concord and Fitchburg, the 
sewers of all of winch pour their raw con- 
tents directly into ibe Mem mac river or 
lie Nashua. This they had been doing 
'or months and years, and to tbe fact that 
Lowell has been willing to drink this regu- 
arly polluted water, totally unpurlticd by 
filtration, is chargeable tbe 
fact that

He also gives' observation's of typhoid 


fever in other cities and town of the Mer- 
rnnack valley, especially JSTewhuryport. 


In the opening of his report he says: 
-typhoid fever had already been exces- 


sive in Lowell and Lawrence, as compared 
with other cities and towns of the state for 
many years, but it had not' risen to such 
proportions as to alarm tha citizens until 
the autumn of 1SOO, when the attention of 
the hoard was drawn to an mi usual preva- 
lence of the disease in Lowell and .afier- 
wards in Lawrence. 


"It was easy lo find that an epidemic 


really existed in Lowell. Popular, opinion 
attributed the trouble to the drinking wa- 
ter supplied by the city; but against this 
theory it was urged that if this were the 
case, Lawr.ence, on the river below, should 
also be suffering, since, like Lowell, it de- 
rived its public wiiter supply from the Mer- 
rimack river; and at the start Lawrence 
was comparatively exempt from typhoid 
fever. It was also alleged with boldness 
that "many" of the victims of the disease 
had drunk no city water, but either no wa-

It was evident from the first that none 


of these buildings could be saved and all 
the efforts of the firemen were directed 
toward the Hotel Glendower, which was 
separated from ' the Mayo building bv a 
passageway about 18 feet wide.

tbe heat, and it was thought thai 
fall of the walls of the burning 
the fire was under control. 


Tbe rear part of the Mayo block was

"I immediately began a house-to-house 


visitation of the reported cases, in order to 
ascertain personally and positively the real 
state of affairs. 


"The investif a'.ion had hardly be^un be- 


fore I discovered that Ihe problem was un- 
expectedly complicated by the existence in 
Lowell of five distinct systems of water 
supply.of which two are obviously, polluted 
by sewerage within the city itself." 


In speaking about tbe mills in Lowell he 


aays: "It appears tha', with a. few excep- 
tions the mills were not piped "for citv 
water. 


"There is, nevertheless, in most of the 


mills in Lowell a complete system of water 
supply, although it is rot intended for 
drinking purposes. This is the canal waler 
which is drawn by nearly every mill situat- 
ed upon a canai directly from the wheel 
pit, and pumped to a tank at the ton of 
the mill.

"From this it flows by gravity to all 


parts of the mill, supplying Iho mill with 
water for washing purposes. 


"I have abundant evidence that it was 


often used for drinking and was sometimes 
preferred to the pail water supply. 


"In the investigalion of the cases .of 


typhoid fever a few were found in -which 
well waters had been used, besides'those 
among the attaches of Ihe^'mills,'wh'o as 
we have seen in the previous seclion dr'ink 
much well water'.''

Has Passed From Lifei 


BIB SERVED WITH 
CREDIT IN 


UNION ARMY 


And Was Three Times Governor of 


Wisconsin. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2a—Secretary Mor- 


ton, at tb* cabinet mealing, called the at- 
tention of President Cleveland to fch*» 
death of ex-Secretary Rusk at bis koine at 
Viroqua, \Vit»., and the president directed 
that an order be tainted placing tho ting 
over the department of agriculture at 
half-most.

General Jerrmmh JMcL>nm Rusk wan 
born la Murenti county, O , on Juno 17, 
1880. His father w.\s lUniel Kusk and h H 
mother Jatio Fiiktier Kusk. He received 
a public school ((huntion 
When ho was 


14 years old tho f-uppoit of In* mother and 
Bisters fell upon him. H( worked on thw 
borne farm until lie was IB jenra old, and 
then he en#n«ed iti driving a stage be- 
tween Kftiiesvill'' and N( \v,irk. 
In 1833 ho icnuno'l to Vemon county 


(then called U.ul A.xa couaty), Wis., mar- 
ried and opened .1 ho'fl. 
He wast elected 


Bherill'nnd to oth-r local oillees and began 
to takenn active interest in county ulluirs. 
3n 1861 ho wuq tleetcvj to the legislature, 
where ono of his first acts was to have the 
mime of his conaty changed from Bad Axe 
to Vernon. 
As » Soldier. 


In July, 180D, ho enlisted in the nrmy, 


and was mtida m ijor of the Twenty-fifth 
Wisconsin rennnout. He was ottered n 
Heutptitmit colonelcy, but preferred being 
a major. Ho was present at the siege of 
Vteksburg, and at Helena (Jan. 15, 1863) 
ho wftsmado a lieutenant colonel for «al- 
laut comlne". In IbCi he joined Rlierman's 
forces and look pnrt with diitinution In 
tho Meridian c imprtUrn. At tho b ittle of 
Decatur, Ga. 
(July 23, 1801), Colonel 


Montgomery, of 
tho Twenty-fifth, «ho 


was in command of a kugade, was 
wounded in tho avm and captured. 
Rusk commanded his regiment until 


Montgomery was released from prison. 
Ho continued to serve v\iih Sherman until 
the close of th« war, and commanded the 
advancu of tho Seventeenth corps, in tho 
famous march to the sea, serving as 
brignd.0 commander. 
At the battle of 


Salkehatchie ho led the advance upon the 
enemy's entrenchments and carried them 
by assault nytunut hoavy odd<i 
For his 


services on this occasion he was mado 
bnsvet brigadier general of volunteers at 
the close of the WAI*. 


Io 1'oUtics. 


At the close of the war General Rusk 
was elected bank comptroller of Wiscon- 
sin for tho term of 18fk>-07, and in 1SGT was 
ol«>cted for another two years' term. In 
1870 ho was elected to t&e Forty-second 
congress, and was re-electeJ to tho Forty- 
third and Forty-fourth coutrre^sa i, serving 
from March 4, 16T1, to March 8, 1ST?. Din- 
ing his career in tho house ho wua the 
leader of the Wisconsin delegation, and he 
was earnest in his support of the arrears 
of pension bill. 
In May, 18SI, General Rusk was nomi- 
nated to be charge d'affaires for Paraguay 
anil Uruguay, but he declined the appoint- 
ment. He also declined to accept an ap- 
pointment as chief of tho bureau of en- 
graving aud printing. In the fail of 1881 
h* wns the Republican candidate for gov- 
ernor of Wisconsin, and waa elected by a 
plurality of 11,007. He was re elected in 
1884 aud 1880. His terms of service covered 
the period from January, 1883, to Jan- 
uary, 188l», and ho Droved himself to be an 
able governor. 
Dunn/? the anarchist troubles In the 


west in 1880, he distinguished himself by 
putting tho movement down from the 
very start. 
He ordered tho militia to fire 


on the mob when they attempted to de- 
stroy life and property. Hi<» action was bo 
prompt and vigorous that it put a stop to 
anarchism in Wisconsin, and brought him 
applause from all parts of the country. 
He was a c andidate for the nomination 


for president in 1888. His canvass was 
conducted with dignity, but he icceived 
only the support of Wisconsin in the con- 
vention, and withdrew after the third 
ballot. General Rusk was secretary of 
agriculture throughout the administra- 
tion of President Harrison.

doers of the work, tha omission of the 
company to provide an export, whose su- 
pervision should be constant, mu&t be 
considered a failure on its part to come up 
to the full measure of its duty. 
"Blame also attaches to both Reed and

ring. 


Flaherty has grown considerable since 
lie stacked up against Allen in the London 
derry pasture several years ago, and he 
ctlll had .the same springy, easy style. 
His 


weight is about 127 pounds, and Allen is 
heavier by sixteen pounds. 


Hugh Burns arid Timothy Lynch of 


Manchester acted as seconds for Allen, 
•while Birg Pattee and Martin Flahertj 
were in the Lowell man's corner. 


The referee stepped forward and an- 


nounced that the men were to have boxed 
ten rounds on a percentage of the gate re- 
ceipts, but as the house was tight, they 
would do but four rounds. 


The spectators didn't like this. They 


had come to see blood and they wanted 
their money's worth, and they began to 
groan and hiss. 


Then Flaherty and Allen each stepped 


forward and said they didn't care about 
hammering each other for ten rounds 
when there was nothing to be gained hut 
expenses. 


The referee called time and the boys 


shook hands. They both had an expres- 
sion on their faces which indicated they 
would do each other with great pleasure in 
as quick time as possible. Alien imme- 
diately started to circus by making a reach 
for bis opponent's head, but Flaherty 
easily eluded the lunge, and then the two 
danced round each other looking for an 
opening. The round didn't amount to any- 
thing, but when they started the second 
it looked as though they meant it. The 
round was a hot one and closed in a clus- 
ter of punches, amid the shouts of the 
spectators to encourage their favorites to 
"bang'itn In the neck," etc., etc., and in 
the general uproar, while the bottle hold 
ers were endeavoring to sort out the scrap- 
pers from a close embrace, Marshal Healy 
of the Manchester police jumped on the 
stage, and ordered milder punches and leas 
vicious jabs, and at the same time eaution- 
ed the spectators to keep quiet or there 
would be trouble In the parquet.
